| WEATHER. 


METEOROLOGY AND 
WIRELESS. 


—-— 


The amount of meteorological information 
\ broadcast from all countries continues to i 
crease rapidly, and new sources of informa- 
tion are constantly becoming available. 

‘In the latest annual report of the Director 
of‘ the British Meteorological Office it is 
stated that during the latter part of the year 
messages transmitted from Horta, in the 
Azores, three times a day have been received 
fairly regularly. These messages contain a 
number of observations from ships in the 
Atlantic, which have frequently proved to be 
of considerable importance and utility. 

During the year it was learnt that Russia 
was broadcasting a synoptic message each 
morning containing observations made at 
C100 local mean time. These reports are now 
regularly received and plotted on the weather 
map containing 0100 G.M.T. observations. 
Reception of the international synoptic of 
messages issued from Paris, Hamburg, and 
Moscow, which were referred to in detail last

vear, has continued to be, on the whole, 
satisíactory. Receeption trom America has 
been less good, but considering the long 


range of transmission ‘it was quite as salis- 
factory as could be fairly expected. 
Success has attended the reorganisation of 
the work of the Forecast Division, by which 
the whole of the weather forecasting, whether 
for aviation, shipping, or the general public, 
was last year transferred to this division. 
As expected, it has been necessary to retain 
two types of working charts, one, which. is 
mainly used for general forecasts, taking in 
a large area, and one of a smaller area on a 
larger scale, on which more detailed informa- 
tion can be entered for aviation. The former 
of the two working charts has been increased 
so that the area of the map now 
includes a portion of Labrador and of New- 
foundiand, and extends from the American 
coast in the west to beyond the Ural Moun- 
tains in the east. 

The increasing use of the aeroplane as a 
means. of rapid transport by — Royalty, 
members of the Cabinet and high officials is 
reflected in the increasing demands for special 
forecasts before such flights are undertaken. 
In spite of the numerous broadcasts of in- 
formation on flying conditions which are now 
made in code from the Air Ministry and by 
wireless telephony from the Heston Air Port, 
the number of inquiies from civilian and 
Roval Air Force pilots for information for 
individual flights continues to grow. The 
number of general iuquiries also shows a 
large increase. :

One of their principal tasks has been 
to make avalanches. hese have been 
obtained by dynamiting the ice at points, of 
course, where no party of climbers can pos- 
sibly be coming up from below. The spectacle 
of the cinema party, calling to each other and 
waving signal flags, has greatly intrigued 
tourists, who sometimes wondered if they 
were climbers in distress. 

Perhaps the most difficult task of all has 
been the carrying of the neogssary film equip- 
ment, which is packed in steel boxes, and is, 
consequently, very heavy.

HOW BERLIN BECAME 
GERMANY'’S CAPITAL. 


THE RESULT CF A QUARREL, 


Four hundred and fifty years ago the in- 
habitants of Tangermiinde, on the Elbe, re- 
fused to pay a trifling beer tax. Had they 
aid it their city, and not Berlin, might now 
e capital of Germany.

| N every city, town or village where a num- 


ber of people are ‘Ong?rerated there is 

always a considerable quautity of refuse 
to be disposed of. To avoid a deleterious 
eilect on the health of the community, it ts 
necessary for this refuse to be disposed of 
quickly and efficiently. 

About two hundred years ago At 
geiieral custom for householders to throw 
refuse into the but near the 
end of the seventeenth century some sort of 

service was established by. householders ot 
the larger towns, who themselves paid 
scavengers to collect it. In the vear 1875 
the firsi real effort was made to improve con- 
ditions. An Act was passed making it com- 
pulsory for every house to have a proper re- 
ceptacle for refuse, furnished with doors and 
coverings. The ugly-built, germ-infested pits, 
which were always in a filthy condition and 
delightful incubators for flies, are now a thing 
of the past and have been almost entirely 
replaced by sanitary galvanised iron ashbins. 

Year by year improvements have also been 
effected in the methods of collection. In the 
days of old ashpits it was necessary for the 
dustmen to carry shovels and baskets. The 
refuse had to be dug out from the pits, and 
during this process a large amount was 
usually spilled, and a long trail was left 
between house and cart, After heing de- 
posited in the cart, the men would rake over 
the refuse for ‘‘ tots,” that is, Tags and 
bottles, etc,, causing more of the filth to be 
scattered over the roadway or blown into 
adjacent houses 

Despite improvements in the receptacles 
and methods of collection, however, refuse is 
still composed of the same numerous and 
heterogeneous number of articles as hitherto. 
In fact, now that electric and gas stoves are 
in general use for cooking purposes, the con- 
tents of the average domestic bin tends to 
increase. Paper is one of the ygreatési 
nuisances to be considered in dealing with 
disposal of house refuse. Its 
wrappers for foodstuffs increases daily, and 
a considerable quantity finds its way into the 
ash bin. 

One of the most essential rules for house- 
holders is to burn all refuse where possible. 
A good suggestion is to use an old dustbin 
as an incinerator by punching a few holes in 
the sides about half way up, and inserting 
some iron bars, and over the top of the bars 
place a few wires (the bottom of an old 
cinder riddle will do very nicely). Paper 
and anything of a combustible nature can 
then be placed on the wires and ignited, but 
care must be taken not to burn too much at 
once, otherwise it may cause a nuisance to 
your neighbours. The resultant ash makes 
a good top-dressing for witidow-boxes and 
flowers in pots. 

All dústhina should be kept covered. This 
precaution will keep the refuse dry, and pre- 
vent marauding cats from scattering it about 
the garden.

FREE STATE HOLY YEAR STAMPS.— 
The two stamps issued by the Free State to 
mark the Holy Year were put on sale on 
Monday An enlarged illustration of the de. 
sign was published a few days ago, and the 
impression then gathered is confirmed by the 
finished article. Too much has been crowded 
snto a small space. This is a defect of many 
similar stamps. It was avoided in the 
Vatican set of Holy Year stamps, which are 
strikingly simple in design and chaste and 
subdued in colour. The colours of the Free 
State stamps are not. at all as pleasing as 
those of the Eucharistic Congress pair, which 
were received with applause by all philatelists. 


The green of the new 2d. stamp is a dark 
olive, which fails to enhance (as it should do) 
the work of the designer, and the peacock 
blue of the 3d. value is poor ín con- 
trast to the colour of the Q’Connell 
od, or the Royal Dubipin Society 2d. Our 
series of special stamps has hitherto been 
kept on a high plane of excellence, and the 
Holy Year pair (although faulty in aver- 
crowding of the design and the depth of the 
colours) are well worthy of a good place in 
every album. Now that the Post Office is 
in the way of issuing stamps, it may be in- 
duced to speed up the designs for the 2s. 6d., 
5s. and 10s. values. We are still indebted to 
Somerset House for these stamps, although 
we have had ten years to prepare our own 
designs, and a most efficient stamp-printing 
department to produce them. 


ELUSIVE STAMPS, 


The South African stamps made their

In the telephone cabinet room, on the 
Henry street side of the building. a small 
loud-speaker has been fitted for the benefit 
of persons wishing to make trank calls. One 
books a call at the counter in the main 
office and then takes a seat in the telephone 
room to wait for the connection to be made. 

When this has been done, the call goes 
through to the counter clerk, who addresses 
the person who booked the call by name 
through the microphone, which is connected 
to the loud-speaker, and informs him as to 
which telephone cabinet the call will be put 
through. This lightens the work of the 
attendant in the telephone room considerably 
and enables him to devote more time to 
assisting subscribers to obtain the connec-

A RIVAL FOR WHEAT? 


EXPERIMENT WITH AN 
AUSTRALIAN GRASS. 


With the march of science wheat is likely 
to acquire a rival on the western plains of 
Queensland, Australia. For there flourishes 
Mitchell grass—ouistanding among the 450 
kinds of native grasses in this State—which 
needs only to have the kernel increased to be 
pronounced superior to wheat, which it 
resembles in appearance. 

Its advantage: are these, says Austral 
News :~-It is perennial and needs only to be 
sown once; its deep roots—some are four feet 
long—make it less dependen. on rain than an 
annual cereal, and its food value sis undoubted, 
It has a reputation for breeding sheep, grow- 
ing wool, and imparting «tamma to stock, 
Aborigines are reported to crush the grain 
between stones tor food. 

Experiments in selection, crossing and 
breeding are bein, carried out by Dr. E. 
Hirschfeld and his son, of Western Queeris- 
land, and it is hoped one day- to develop the 
grain to the size of the wheat kernel.

The new rate was embodied subsequently 
in the Finance (Customs Duties) (No. 2) 
Act, 1932. On the 24th December, 1932, an 
Order issued under the Emergency Imposition 
of Duties Act, 1932, withdrew the benefits of 
the preferential tariff from goods which have 
their origin in the United Kingdom, so that 
the duty at present is 60 per cent. 


PROGRESS AT HOME. 


The results of the increase of the tariff from 
20 to 40 per cent. are reflected in the fall 
in imports of suits from £207,291 in 1931 to 
£154,337 in 1932, while imports of overcoats 
in the same period declined by more than 40 
per cent. The latter item indicates that Irish 
manufacturers are making rapid progress in 
a branch of the industry, where, with the 20 
per cent. duty, they had been able barely to 
held their own. 

The effects of the further increase brought 
about by the Emergency Duties (No. 5) Order 
are indicated by the fact that in the six 
months, January-June, 1933, imports of men’s 
and boys’ suits were only £33,440, as com- 
pared with £91,992 in the corresponding 
period of 1932. The rate at which imports 
fell was thus accelerated from 25.6 per cent. 
to 63.6 per cent., and the point is being ap- 
proached when our requirements of clothing 
of this kind will be supplied entirely from 
native sources. 

Employment in the industry has risen to a 
ficure of 3.370, and an increase has also taken 
place in the employment afforded indirectly 
by it, for manufacturers now make use of 
Irish cloths to a very much larger extent than 
was the case a few years ago.

LIMERICK QUARRIES, 


Good black marble was also formerly pro- 
cured from a number of quarries in Co. Lime- 
rick, and quantities were exported from there 
to London. A number of quarries have also 
been worked in Carlow, once famous for its 
monumental stone, which supplied the Dublin 
and Waterford markets. 
Red and variegated marbles have been 
worked to some extent in nine counties, the 
Rae guarries occurring in Cork. anil 
americk. The best Irish “ reds’’-are found 
on the outskirts of Cork City and" near 
Fermoy, Midleton and Buttevant. They vary 
in colour from a red-like jasper to streaked 
and variegated. The Little Island “red ' 
was used in the Liverpool Exchange, the 
Manchester Exchange, the Museum, Oxford, 
and St. John’s College, Cambridge; Fermoy 
“red’* was used in Cobh Cathedral. 
The Limerick red marbles have also been 
much worked. . They were used in the de- 
coration of a number of Irish country man- 
sions and for the beautiful pillars of the 
cloisters of Askeaton Abbey. 


OTHER MARBLES. 


Grey marbles are recorded from twelve 
counties, and they might be procured in 
many other places if there was a demand 
for them, but only those with peculiarities 
are sought after. From a quarry near Tulla- 
more a superior grey stone has been ob- 
tained, and has and extensively used in 
the: locality for chimney-pieces and orna- 
mental slabs, Near Clonmacnoise there is 
a beautiful marble of Sienna character, 
which is ait. penned and has frequently 
been used for efnamental purposes. 

The green marble of Connemara is unique, 
and has been in demand from all parts of 
the world for decorative purposes.

their battle position. 


THE SUPPLY SERVICES. 


The organisation required to maintain 
supplies presents many difficulties, The 
lerries of both forces have to drive back each 
night about twenty miles to their field supply 
depéts, load up, get up to the fighting area 
again, transfer their supplies. to the field 
kitchens and regimental trains, and get back 
into shelter again before daylight. Some 
idea of the difliculties encountered may be 
gained Srom the fact that 94 tons of food, 
forage and petrol has to be delivered to the 
Blue Force in this way each night. 
One of the most exciting incidents of the 
day occurred in the mountains on the east 
flank of the position, when a troop of Blue 
armoured cars surprised and cut to pieces a 
troop of Yellow horse shortly after dawn. 
The troopers were iying in bivouac covering 
the passes west of Blessington through the 
mountains when four cars loomed up 
suddenly through the mountain mist. The 
sentries were shot down, and it was all over 
before the troopers could get to their horses. 
This is the first occasion upon which the 
more modern type of mechanical cavalry ‘has 
come up against the old type, 

From dawn to dark the pilots of the Blue 
and Yellow Forces, operating from the 
Curragh and Baldonnel respectively, were 
engaged on the most arduous type of aerial 
duty—army co-operation, spotting for 
artillery fire, locating enemy reserves, obser- 
vation posts and headquarters. n one 
occasion a colunin of Yellow troops were 
attacked with bombs and machine guns by 
a Blue flight and suffered heavily before the 
troops could get under cover. On another 
occasion a Blue flight located some of the 
Yellow supply wagons under trees and 
tembed them. 

The Minister for Defence, Mr. Aiken, T.D., 
was an interested spectator during the after- 
noon, and later visited the bivouac areas.

Lord Longford’s '' Yahoo,’’ which is being 
produced at the Gate Theatre, Dublin, this 
week, is a curious piece of construction. One 
could almost go so far as to say that it is 
not one play, but two; for the final part 
differs remarkably, both in treatment and 
even in subject matter, with what has gone 
before it. The “ first play” is a fairly efficient 
piece of biography; the second as fine a piece 
of savage fantasy as has been seen in this 
theatre. 
The character of Swift; which the majo> 
part of the play is concerned with explain 
ing, is a subject that might discourage any 
author. How is one to resolve that extra- 
ordinary paradox of his life—so much hitter 
disgust of humanity and so much zeal for 
its welfare? How is one to re-create a man 
who. dared imprisonment and disgrace for 
Treland, and whe regarded the country as a 
‘‘land of slaves, where all are fools and all 
are knaves ’’? 
Lord Longford explains it by reference to 
Stella, Vanessa and Swift's growing madness, 
but, while his arguments are sufficient, they 
somehow fail to carry conviction. It is very 
hard to say why this part of the play should 
seem a little unsatisfactory; it is not that 
it is badly constructed, that the situations 
are unlikely, or that the central character 1s 
unreal—on the contrary, all these things are 
well presented. Perhaps, it is that the 
features of Swift are not etched deeply 
enough: he lives, but he has not the strong 
vitality that appears in almost every page 
he wrote; he hates, but he has not quite the 
savage indignation that we expected. i 
The ““second play ' comes as a postscript 
to the first, when the curtain (so to speak) 
has gone down on Swift’s supreme hour 
of triumph and misery: the withdrawal 
of Wood’s halfpence and the breaking of 
Stella's heart. Beth in its writing and its. 
presentation, it is one of the most horribly 
effective things T have seen on the stage, and 
when the darkness lifts on the idiot face of 
the Dean, the obscene ‘“‘ Yahoo” bending 
over him, and the dreadful sound of laughter 
in the wings, ever. the most hardened play- 
goer cannot restrain a feeling of disgust and 
fear. Through Swift’s mad eyes we watch a 
bitter and prophet ' fantasy; ‘‘ Swift expires, 
a driveller ana a show,” while later genera- 
tions forget his work for Ireland and re- 
member hin, only as a dirty-minded old man 
or as the autho: oi an amusing book of or 8 
tale travels. This later part is so vividly 
and intensely alive that one almost forgets 
what has gone before it: the first two acts 
are not in thé same class at “ll. 
Hilton Edwards gave a very fine per- 
formance as Swift, he deminated the whole 
play, and his actin: in the ‘second play” 
was remarkably effective. Coralie Carmichael 
was good as Vanessa and Betty Chancellor 
made an excellent hand at Stella, though the 
character was somewhat va:uely drawn. The 
same criticism might be made of Edward 
Lexy’s part as Bishop Berkeley ; the ‘‘bishop”’ 
looked much less like an eminent philosopher 
than.a rather dull country parson. Cyril 
Cusack, as ‘the drunken sevant, was better 
than we have seen him before.

Borrowers and Lenders. 


Since the War there has been widespread 
default in the payment of international 
debts. Even before the War such defaults 
were not uncommon, but they have 
increased enormously in recent years. Vast 
sums of British money, accumulated during 
prosperous times, have been sunk in all 
parts of the world. Some of the borrowers 
have repaid their debts honestly and 
promptly ; but others simply have refused 
to pay. Nearly all the South American 
States, with the exception of the Argentino 
Republic and Venezuela, have defaulted ; 
large sums have been lost irretrievably in 
South-Eastern Europe, and, of course, 
every penny that was lent to Russia has 
disappeared. By far the worst offender in 
this respect since the War has been 
Germany. In the first place, she de- 
frauded her own middle-class investors by 
the wild inflation of 1922-1923, when the 
value of the mark was reduced to zero, 
and all her internal loans were cancelled. 
Then she borrowed extensive sums from 
the United States, as well as from Great 
Britain, Holland, the Scandinavian coun- 
tries and Czechoslovakia. Some of these 
loans were made by the Government and 
were used to pay reparations to France 
and Belgium; others were made by muni- 
Leipalities, and others again were made by 
private firms. 

Germany borrowed great sums of money 
from foreign lenders, who were only tov 
anxious to get rid of their spare cash. 
With these funds she virtually rebuilt the 
Reich. Towns relieved unemployment by the 
construction of magnificent public works. 
Swimming baths, sporting stadiums, 
theatres, schools and all sorts of elaborate 
buildings were provided out of other 
people’s money; and everything went 
merrily until some thoughtless: creditor 
raised the question of repayment. Other 
nations, including the United States, were 
driven off the gold standard ; but Germany 
retained her stable currency, which is now

They should band themselves toge- 
ther, so that they would be able, when a 
general election eame, to face the forces 
pitted against them—every evil influence, 
intimidation, personation and all the other 
bag of tricks with which the Fianna Fail 
armoury was stocked.

BOUND AND GAGGED 


| GIRL'S STORY OF ATTACK 
BY MASKED MEN.

DUNDALK, Tuesday. 


A girl’s story of how she was held up by 
two masked men, gagged and bound, was told 


at, a enecial sitting of Dundalk District Court 
this ¢ ‘ernoon, when James McCusker, Park 
street, Vundaik, was charged in connection 
with a« ‘assault on Miss Elizabeth McCormack, 
aged 19, a domestic servant, employed by Mr. 
T. Soraghan, at Cavan, near Dundalk. 

Superintendent McDonagh prosecuted, and 
Mr. C. M. Russell defended. 

Miss McCormack stated that on the night 
of the 3lst August, before 9 o'clock, she was 
going from the house of her employer to the 
dairy, along a passage close to the house, 
when she was seized from behind by two 
men, One of the men caught her by the arms 
and pushed his hand over her mouth. Both 
the men wore masks, and they tied her feet 
and hands. They poured something into her 
mouth from a bottle and her head felt dizzy 


and | 


afterwards. Paper was pushed into her 
mouth and a cloth tied round it, gagging her, 
and she was carried down the passage. The 
men spoke tegether for a few minutes and one 
of them said: “We will take her to the 
eorner of the garden and finish her there.” 
She was cáid to the garden and flung into 
a clump of bushes. Half an hour later she 
was found there by her mistress. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Russell, the 
girl stated that on a previous occasion she 
had met McCusker on the roadway and he 
attempted to go with her. She fell off her 
bicycle on that occasion. At the parade she 
identified him at once. ‘‘I am sure of him,” 
said the girl, “but the other fellow has not 
been arrested. He had a scat on his face.’’ 

Mr. Russell—Before this case is over we 
will convince you that you are not so sure 
about McCusker. 7 

In cross-examination, the girl stated that 
until she had met McCusker on the road some 
time before this she had not known him.

POLICY.

FIXED PRICES FOR 
WHEAT AND RYE. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 
The Minister of Agriculture, Dr. Darre, 


who has assumed the dictatorship over the { 


Reich grain policy, has begun his reign 
by forbidding all speculative future deal- 
ings in grain, by establishing fixed prices 
in the case of wheat, and rye only for the 
present, and by announcing a restriction 
of production. 

Infringements of this order are to be 
severely punished. | 

The prices for wheat in the Province of 
Brundenberg are fixed at 182 marks per 
ton in October, rising gradually to 196 
marks in June of 1934, while the rye price 
range from 147 to 165 marks. 


DRASTIC MEASURES. 


In announcing these drastic measures 
the Minister warned the farmers against 
producing more grain in the autumn of 
this year than in the fall of last year. 

‘“The hour for farm production to 
adjust itself to the demand has come,” he 
said. “ The restriction measures will be 
carried out with the utmost care, so that 
no one will suffer any disadvantage.”’ 

Dr. Darre further announced a new 
organisation of German farmers in the 
shape of a ‘‘ peasant society,’’ with him- 
self as Reich peasant leader, and with a 
staff to deal with all agricultural ques- 
tions. An advisory peasant council also is 
to be established. 


FARMERS’ DUTY. 


Explaining the Government’s policy, the 
Minister declared that the Government 
considered that it was more important that 
the farmers should be firmly established 
on the land, and charge adequate, but 
fair, prices than that they should seek to 
make the highest possible profits.

An American lawyer in England has 
written :—‘‘ We seem to have the vermin of 
the earth in the United States, and the only 
disgrace “ they would understand is the 
whi ping post, which is.used here with good 
results.’ A New York judge cites ap- 
provingly cases in the English Courts in 
which eighteen strokes of the “cat were 
given for jewel robberies, as well as long 
terms of imprisonment.
